A Time for Strength 

PRIME MINISTER Dielentwker'i prediction that the 
^ cold war will be a part of our lives for many years 
to come Is both gioomy and realistic It Is also a 
challenge to the free world to strengthen Its deter¬ 
mination to halt the Communist enslavement of the 
hearts and minds of men everywhere. 

What Mr. Diefenbaker is advocating is not that 
the democracies arm themselves to the teeth with 
death-dealing weapons to frighten away their enemies 
but rather the initiation of a program to meet Pre¬ 
mier Khrushchev's boast to take over the world with¬ 
out firing a shot. 

For long the prime minister has called' for a 
Western "Declaration of Freedom" which would 
erainciate clearly befone all the uncommitted natkma 
of the world our principles and our creed. 

Such a statement of faith would offset our pres¬ 
ent negative approach to the ever-growing threat 
of Communism by injecting a spirit of hope into the 
smaller nations of the world now completely cowed 
by the threatening might of the U.S.S.R 

More thah this, it would strengthen our own will 
to resist the mounting Russian campaign of terror— 
a campaign described by Mr. Diefenbaker as one of 
"infiltration, subversion, fright, propaganda and at¬ 
trition designed to wear down and by piecemeal nib¬ 
bling to destroy the weaker nations.” 

"Time,” he adds, “is running short for the West. 
The contest . . . will not be won by default or by 
^lasmodlc approach.” 

The aspect of existing under the constant threat 
of war is not pleasant, but it is better than war Itself. 
A show of moral strepgth on the part of the free 
nations and a display of positive action to regain the 
initiative could perhaps achieve a peace which a con¬ 
test of arms could not. 

As a first step toward this, the free nations must 
declare their principles and move toward c. ‘closer 
unity of purpose. As long as the West presents a 
weak front of divided Interests Mr. Khrushchev can 
look for an easy victory. 

But If we close our ranks he cannot win. 

Executives First 

IN THE HASSLE over the B.C. Electric takeover, 
* some doubt must be created In thd mind of the 
public as to whether the weight of the company’s 
fight against expropriation M being directed on be¬ 
half of the B.C. Power shareholders or a selected few 
executives of the company. 

It would appear that the first protective step 
taken by the B.C. Power directors when they sus¬ 
pected the takeover Was to create a trust fund ^to 
protect the financial future of individual executives. 

Now it Is trtie the companyfs remaining officials 
are conducting a battle for a more favorable compen¬ 
sation deal from the B.C. government, but this U off¬ 
set by so many new axpen.ses, plus the extravagance of 
dormant capita], that even if some success did attend 
their efforts, the net result might produce little extra 
for the shareholders. 

The legality of the move whereby $820,000 was 
transferred just before the company was takpn over 
into a trust fund for the benefit of head officials of 
the company is one for the lawyers to decide. 

However, for the shareholdm, many of whom 
paid $45 a share into the treasury, this "save .our¬ 
selves first” action by executives of the company wlD 
be poor consolation. 

The facta of the ca.se are that In paying $38 a 
ahare for B.C. Power stocks, the government offered 
coasiderably more than the market value of the stock 
over the past 12 months. 

If there is any complaint about the price the 
government Is paying It must surely be the fault of 
the B.C. Power dlrertora. If they had made dividend

Tourist Tally 

'T’HE COMMISSIONER of the Victoria and Island 

Publicity Bureau, .Mr. W. E. Hawkins, has sug¬ 
gested that a provincial agency such as the trade and 
conunerve department should take on the job oi com- 
plllnR tourist figures, "so that everyone is sure that 
the figures arc not being padded by local people.” 
He will take the suggestion to the first board meet¬ 
ing of the new B.C. Tourist A-ssociat ion. 

The Idea has merit, and not only because govern¬ 
mental compilation of tuurigt figures would prevent 
‘one area or segment of the'tourist industry in B.C 
painting a fake picture of success. Reliable figures 
would enable all concerned to gauge accurately the 
cffectivertess of their efforts to attract more visitors 
and to hold them longer, and to determine with more 
certainty the best methods. 

They would also enable the tourist Inaustry to 
present its case for public support of promotion of 
touM-sm without suspirion that It might be exag¬ 
gerating. 

The Capital Region Planning Board in the sum¬ 
mer of 1957 carried out a detailed study of Vancou¬ 
ver Island’s tourist business. It found that 400,000 
tourists visited Victoria during the four-month period, 
that their total expenditure while in the area was 
$8,600,000, that the great majority of tourists stayed 
in Victoria only one or two days, and that each spent 
about $8 a day on the average. 

'This year. Mr. HawWns says it is his conservative 
estimate that 900.000 to 1.000,000 visitors have come 
to Vancouver Island, and “with the average visitor 
•laying three ijays and spending $15 a day, that’s a 
$43,000,000 gross*business.” 

If Mr. Hawkias is right, and the new ferries, new 
tourist attractions and better campaigning have in¬ 
creased tourist business so much in four years. Van¬ 
couver Island has extraonllnao' reason to ^ gratified. 

But under present circum.stances no one can be 
entirely sure—Mr. Hawkiiui included—whether he is 
right or wrong, and it would be helpful to the In¬ 
dustry in many ways if such figures were officially 
complied, reliable and dctaclled. .

He affirmed lhat 
Its ipecifir function was lo 
devel^ a quality of mind 
which would "bring a power 
and grace lo every work and 
occupation" alike of sinner and 
rogue 

Liberal educalion. acoord/ng 
lo Newman, was -simply the 
culilvalion of the Intellect aa 
such. It had nothing to do 
wllh how the sword would 
be used: its task wa. to tern- 
par Um Made. This task. New¬ 
man believed, was Ihe whole i 
duly of a university. 


Passion for Excellence 


Newman was right In his 
•flirmatlons, but wrong In his 
negations. With his passion 
lor Intellectual excellence. Dr. 
Ross would cordially agree. 
But few educators today. Ro¬ 
man Catholic or Protestant. 
Christian or non Chr^tlan 
would follow Newman In hla 
dear division between mind 
and Ihe will, the mind to be 
sharpened In Ihe university, 
and Ihe will to be commanded 
h> the Church. 

It la interesting that Dr 
Rou now so poBillvely illirms 
that Ihe lask of ihc university 
cannot simply be i^e training

May 29. It set up two basic rulh which: 

1. Forbid inter-state bus operators from segre¬ 
gating seating on the basis of race, color, creed or 
national origin. 

2. Prohibit inter-state buses from using ter¬ 

minals where waiting rooms, rest rooms, lunch 
counters or other fadliUea are segregated._

GUsafoid didn'l kiM'W ttvm 
long be lay there but eventually he g<k tleac 
of the horaea. They were dead. H. stalled 
crawling down the chute to the carpi’- How 
he did it be didn’t know. Later at the miaskw 
hospital at Alert Bay. they found he had 11 
broken rib# and a broken arm, and the other 
aim and hU legs were in bad shaia And be 
had a grewl big cut acroaa hla lon-tkaij and 
one eye was nearly ouL 

Hla partner met him down near itie camp 
and helped him Into the house, wheie hr and 
Gla.«sford • wife did what they cr-ultl le li» 
him up. Jonea was all for going twis and 
thootlng the horses. Glaasloid told him lie 


Somewhere along the Mexican coast he 
found safe ancInu'Bge. hut hU food was nearly 
gone and hla sails were In tragic shape. Some 
fishermen, who were anchored nearby, found 
out what a grave plight the Reverie waa In, 
and between them all they gruh.siaked the ship 
and gave Dr. Anile some ships' tarpaulins, out 
of which the skipper and Tony, hla Portuguese 
boy and only Crew, made a set of aalla. With 
a fairly well ator-ked food supply and the 
rough aalla. they marie Santa Barbara, where, 
It IB believed, a well-to-do yachtsman gave Dr, 
Antle a eomplele set ol saila he had dla- 
car^lrd from hia yacht. With this new gear. 


These hllle sliliis jre on rail at all hours, 
and have marie i-ounilesa mercy trips, often 
through laihlng -loiiiut and biller cold, to 
bring out a sick or Injured p.itient. 

The John Anile si Whaletown la one ol 
the busiest on the cpasi. plying the often 
stoi my waters of Georgia Strait, Dtscovery 
Passage. Tuba Inlet. Bute and laiughboroufh 
Ink-ls. increasing her patrol occasionally to 
visit Islands well to the south of her head¬ 
quarters. Her skippei padre fulfills a general 
lound of services, baptisms, vfeddiogs and 
burials as well as answering unexpectesl ealla 
lor assistance in an accident. Only recently, 
Jiuii as lunch was heing served. B»ib l.angdon 
of Island All lines l.id and Dr. Hancock from 
Campbell River came or er lo WhalelownSo aee 
If the skipper of the mission boat could get 
across to Read Inland to pick up an Injured 
logger. The wind was aoulhewsi, and the aeo 
moderately rough. Their destination was a 
small bay opening into the surging swella 
With every availatite fender over the side. Ihe 
Rendevuus tied In alongside a smaller vessel 
which had Ihe Injured man on board. 

After Ihe drk-lor got the palleni on the 
atrelchrr. there began Ihe dangerous lash of 
mnrlne him lo the Kendetvous. It was not 


Through the years the Coast Mission has 
been sustained by donations from those In¬ 
in esied in the work. In the days when Rev. 
Alan Gicene, now retted, wws on mission 
boats, he received many donations, proffered 
at times in rough and lough logger style, but 
nurwiheirsa generous and sincere. A machinist 
at Lund, many years ago. helped out by climb¬ 
ing on board the little ship, after Canon 
liieene had complained about a-plumbing tlx- 
lure that wasn't working, and set to work to 
irpalr the mechanism, with Ihe aid of a con- 
„))lrrable amount of swearing. When be was 
offered payment, he swore some more, and 
sakt ~Dyou think Id charge the mission for a 
Job like thatT’* 

There waa also the profane logger who. 
after his wife had been Heated by the mission 
doctor. Ihiust a cheque into the chaplain's shirt 
poi-kel. saying "There's two or three pennies 
for Ihe bloody mission."

At Ma- 
deiib, lo supplement his meagie funds, he 
tutored two Knfili«h Go* on boaid the ship. 
When he left Maiteirs. he wa* Joined by two 
iitheis who got'off. one St ST Kills, and the 
other somewhere else, leaving Dr. Anile with 
only Ihe IVirtuguc-ve boy who had Joined him 
at Falmouth, Fjigland- rhe lest ol this amaa 
tng voyage was made by Ifiese two. In the 
period between March 31 and Aug k. IIMO. 
Ihere was no w..rd of Ihe Reverie and tt was 
Ivsird that in the long leg oul into the IVas'ific 
she had gone down.

There wiu a lime, many yean ago, ^hen ihe name* of Sinclair 
and Ricci were as in>r|iaralilr in Vancouver's public minil as Gilbert and 
Sullivan or laurel and Hardy. They were detectives in the Vancouver (^ty 
Police and my fir**! meeting with the ill-aseortetl pair was on a morning 
about -lO years ago when I >«as attached to the Vancouver head«|uarter8 
of the B.G. Police. It was Assize time at the courthouse, and amid the 
usual busy throng of law yen, witnesses, tipstaffs and |M>licemen, I had 
the job of se«*king out Sinclair and Ricci. 


I aajr Ul acsorlMt (or Donald SinrUir 
■trtrtly from Clydebank with a burr in hla speech 
and. I mard aOrr a lew minutes conversation, 
a strwt. dmost Calvinutic. altitude loward law¬ 
breakers. coupled, it seemed, with an honest dis¬ 
dain for personal appearance. He had that 
rumpled look as U he'd slept In hta clothes. Even 
Ihs nod collar around his neck vaguely reminded 
oiw o( a poultice, lie was alsiut the same height 
and weight as hia companion. Ihe swarthy and 
enigmatic Italian born Joe Ricci, who. by contrast 
•ported a dapper blai'k Borselino ll■t•'d at a 
)aanly angle.

From Rome. I learned later. Joe had come 
to thia conlinent at 14 Mo a brother In New York I' 
and after a spell of railway conatructlon In the 
Elates, rsme to BC. soon after the San FrancL-iCO 
tsirthquake. As a matter of fact, he suprrln- 
lended Ihe eonatrurllon of Penticton's waterworks 
isomelhing Ramans were always good all and 
finally In early October. 1912. he Joined the Van- 
fouver police. It wasn't lung after that the rookie 
cop on hla east end beat found himself friend and 
father confesaoc to most of the hardworking 
Italian colony who lived in Ihe tamshackle dis¬ 
trict east of Main. 

Soon the smart and friendly young Italian 
•«s In plainclolhea, and I guess it was Ihe great 
John Jackson, then Inspector of detectives, who 
paired our hero with Donald Sinclair to form 
Vancouver's first drug squad. If It wu a mar¬ 
riage of administrative convenience It was often 
Bear to divorce when the pair got at rrosa pur¬ 
poses in their sleuthing Some said it was an 
act they put on. but w hethrr simulated or not. 
for years their hot and sarcastic interchanges 
kept'the department chuckling. 


Periodically one nr the other would complain 
about his partner to Jackson One week it would 
be Sinclair who'd explode: "Irupector. I canna' 
work wl' lhat..Eye(allan any longer . . . he's fair 
impcMslble ... pit me wi' someone else ... I 
canna' stand him ..." 

A day or two later the impassioned Ricrl 
would unburden him.wlf: * Insprriur. souse me

Trouble was. whenever Ihe pair were apart 
law enforcement seemed to .suffer, and if a i .-^s 
or a crime wave faced Ihe department when Sin¬ 
clair and Ricci were apart, they were promidly- 
unltrd. A Utter day chief found Ihe rule also 
applied to another famoiis team Peitit and H.ihn.
